Bilbao—(TV-Eleven insurgent air 


raids within less ttian five hours 
blasted the outskirts of Bilbao to- 
day. 


The first armada of German- 


made bombers appeared over the 
city at 6:30 a. m. By 11 o'clock a. 
m. successive fleets bombing the 
fringes of the city had kept the re- 
fugee-swelled population of more 
than 30QJK10 in a steady scurry for 
shelter. 


Although the most densely. in- 


habitated sections of the center of 
Bilbao 
were 
unscathed, 
alarm 


spread that the air raids were' a 
dress rehearsal for General Emilio 
Mola's 
warning 
that 
insurgent 


forces would "bomb the city by 
land, sea and air without mercy un- 
less Bilbao surrenders by Wednes- 
day (tomorrow)." 


The threat was made in pamph- 


lets dumped into the city by insur- 
gent planes. Officials of the Bas- 
que autonomous government so far 
have ignored it. 


A heavy artillery bombardment, 


covering the operations of a de- 
fense^army of about 65,000 Basques 
and their Asturian allies, was re- 
ported to have slowed up the in- 
surgent 
encroachment 
north of 


Amorebieta. 


Many Rebels Slain 


While woeful caravans of wom-

stream into the city seeking eva- 
cuation, government reports safd 
General Mola's insurgent 
forces 


gained ground in their push on 
Bilbao only by sacrifice of hun- 
dreds, of lives. 


Bilbao, capital of the autonomous 


Basque republic, has taken heart 
from Madrid's example as the in- 
surgents drove "closer and-"closer. 
Basque leaders expressed confidence 
the city would not capitulate— 
pointing to Madrid's resistance to 
six months of siege—even though 
the insurgents reach the very out- 
skirts. 


Mola's reinforced troops ham- 


mered at fhe sturdy Basque north 
of Amorebieta which lies on the 
Durango road about 12 miles east 
and somewhat south of Bilbao.

tery of the 53,000,000 Hindenburg 
disaster deepened today as aero- 
nautical experts appeared inclined 
tofscout the two foremost theories 
advanced for her destruction. 


When the swastika-emblemed sil- 


very sky cruiser plunged to de- 
struction in the horrible hydrogen 
fire Thursday night, the major sup- 
positions were that either a spark 
of static electricity from the ground 
of a backfire spark from an over- 
heated motor touched off the highly 
inflammable gas. Both hypotheses 
were in question today. 


Commander 
Charles E. Rosen- 


dahl, eyewitness of the disaster and 
the country's ranking dirigible ex- 
pert, dealt a blow to the ground 
spark theory yesterday when he in- 
dicated strongly he did not believe 
this or lightning was responsible 
for the doom of the ship. 


The unanimity of Rosendahl and 


other expert eyewitnesses as to the 
exact spot 
where 
the furiouslv 


burning fire first broke out ap- 
peared today to bring into serious 
question the possibility of an en- 
gine backfire spark acting as a 
torch to the gas. 


This interpretation was pointed 


out by a navy officer, who withheld 
his name, in discussing the formal 
and off-the-record evidence so far 
available.

All are eligible to retire at 
full pay of S20.000 a year. The chief 
justice receives $20,500.

Sutherland 
and

Hughes. 75. All thus far have kept 
their plan1: a close secret. 


Justice Butler. 71. also would be 


affected 
by President Roosevelt's 


proposal (o reorganize the court by 
appointing a new justice for each 
over 70 who does not retire. 


If any plan to retire in the next 


few months, some capital observers 
said they might select the end of 
the present term to make the an- 
nouncement.

long as the court reorganization 
plan is pending. 


Others expressed the opinion that 


the outcome deoends on the deci- 
sion of the social security act which 
may be announced as early as next 
Monday. This group has said it is 
possible that if the act is upheld, 
some of the justices generally lab- 
eled "conservative" might leave the 
bench feeling that a court majority 
already was opposed to their views.

' of the plots the following three 


formulas are being used: the 3-12-0 
3-12-6, and 3-12-12. 


Trials are also being conducted 


in the acid soil areas of the state, to 
check the influence of lime on the 
growth of sugar beets. It has been 
known for many years that sugai 
beets are sensitive to soil acidity. 
In fact, the European beet growers 
have known from years of exper- 
ience that sugar beets arc heavy 
feeders on lime. On most of the 
soils in the best growing areas, 2 to 
3 tons of a good grade of pulverized 
lime is needed to correct acidity 
and supply adequate 
amounts of 


calcium for this lime loving crop.

Waste lime from sugar beet fac- 


tories has been found an excellent

Closed Shop Agreements 


Raise Problems Under 


'Discrimination' Rule

Washington — Many hundreds of 


questions arc pouring into the na- 
tional capital from employers who 
want to know what the Wagner 
labor, act 
means as applied to

One section of the Wagner law 


says it is an "unfair labor practice" 
for an employer "by discrimination 
in regard to hire or tenure of em- 
ployment or any term or condition 
of employment to encourage or dis- 
courage membership in any labor 
organization." 


From this, it would naturally be 


inferred that an employer could 
not in any way discriminate against 
a prospective applicant for work by 
refusing to hire him because of his 
union or non-union status. But the 
Wagner law goes on to provide: 


"That nothing in this act .... or 


in any other statute of,the United 
States, shall preclude an employer 
from making an agreement with a 
labor organization (not established, 
maintained, or assisted by an action 
defined in this act as an unfair 
labor practice) to require as a con- 
dition of employment membership 
therein, if such labor organization 
is the representative of the em- 
ployes as provided in section 9A in 
the appropriate collective bargain- 
ing unit covered by such agreement 
when made.1' 


May Have Closed Shop 


What this latter provision means 


is that an employer can make a 
voluntary agreement with his em- 
ployes whereby what is known as a 
"closed shop" prevails, that is no- 
body is permitted to be employed 
unless he is a member of the union 
in existence at the plant in question 
or unless he is willing to join the 
employes' 
organization which is 


recognized as the collective bar- 
gaining unit of the majority of the 
employes. 


On the one hand, the law says 


there must be no action on the part 
of the employer to "encourage or 
discourage membership in any la- 
bor organization." Yet the moment 
the employer with a project for a 
voluntary agrement to bar anybody 
except those who are satisfactory 
to the existing labor organization, 
the "employer'by his answer must 
be careful not to appear to encour- 
age either his own employes or to 


the exemption stipulated in the 
Wagner act. a citizen would have • 
right to ask the courts to remove 
as a barrier to his securing employ- 
ment the existence of * dincrima- 
tory agreement which makes it a 
condition of his acceptance of em- 
ployment that he must join the 
existing labor organization. 


Rule In Adalr Case 


No lawsuit on this point has aris- 


en as yet, but the supreme court, in 
the famous Adair'case in 1898, in- 
sisted that membership or non- 
mcmbcrship in a labor union could 
not be by law made a condition of 
employment or non-employment. 


Senator Wagner of New York, 


author of the labor law, referred in 
a letter to the New York Sun on 
Nov. 2, 1935, to the point in ques- 
tion: 


"The law does not require any 


employer to sign an agreement of 
any kind. Congress has no power to 
impose such a requirement. An 
agreement presupposes mutual con- 
sent. The law merely requires that 
an employer bargain collectively 
with his workers, which means that 
he shall receive their representa- 
tives and engage in a fair discus- 
sion, in the hope that terms may be 
voluntarily agreed upon by both 
sides without recourse to strife. 


"The law does not under any cir- 


cumstances require any employer 
to sign an agreement forcing any 
worker to join any union, whether 
it be a union representing the ma- 
jority of his employes or not. 


Unfair Practice 


"On the contrary, it specifically 


makes it an unfair'labor practice 
for an employer 'by discrimination 
in regard to hire or tenure of em- 
ployment, or any term or condition 
of employment, to encourage or dis- 
courage membership in any labor 
organization.' 
' 


"The law does permit a closed 


shop agreement but only where it 
is voluntary on the part of both the 
employer and the majority of his 
employes. Voluntary closed shop 
agreements have long been in com- 
mon use and upheld by the courts 
in many of the states of the union, 
including New York." 
N 


But at no time, hitherto, it might 


be added has an employer run the 
risk of prosecution for discussing a 
closed shop agreement with his em- 
ployes if he fails to complete such 
an agreement. He is. however, im- 
mune from prosecution if he con- 
summates a "voluntary" closed shop 
agreement 
whatever 
that word 


"voluntary" may conveniently mean 
in the parlance of the labor world.

Set Up Monopoly 


In other words, a group of men 


acting in concert with their em- 
ployer thus set up a monopoly from 
which any other workman is barred 
unless he accepts the conditions 
laid down by the closed shop agree- 
ment. 


These agreements, of course, can 


work both ways. An employer and 
his employes can give an agree- 
ment whereby all members of a na- 
tional union are excluded from 
•work, or the agreement can require 
that only union men shall be em- 
ployed. In either event, the em- 
ployer rims the risk of being accus- 
ed of encouraging or discouraging 
membership in a labor union. 
. There i?. of course, nothing in the 
law which compels an employer to 
sign an agreement with his em- 
ployes if he does not wish to do so. 
But once he signs a closed shop

THE UNIVERSITY'S NEW PRESIDENT 


Coming in to take the position of Uni-

CAUSE AND TREATMENT OF 


.WEAK ANKLES 


Altho statistics are not available 


I have the distinct impression tha 
weak ankles (pronated feet) are less 
common among children from six to 
sixteen years old today than the> 
were when I was an honest genera 
practitioner—or as honest as one 
could be and live. In the days" be- 
fore nudity it was rare to sec 
group of school children among 
whom there were none with weak 
ankles. Today one often observes 
groups of children all of whom have 
an apparent ankle weakness. 


There are two reasons for this. 


First, children today are 
getting 


more or less physical education in 
school, too often they get it in spite 
of the complacency of short-sighted 
parents who permit 
children 
to 


evade physical training classes on 
one pretext or another. Second, chil- 
dren arc getting more sunlight on 
naked skin, thanks to the increas- 
ing popularity of nudity or a min- 
imum of clothing. 


Pronated feet, doctors call the 


condition more familiar to the .laity 
as "weak ankles." Formerly it was 
known as static valgus and weak 
feet. The shoes wear out on the in- 
ner edge, especially the inner edge 
of the heel. 
In walking the gait is 


a heel gait, inelastic and clumsy. 
Children may not complain of pain, 
but adults generally have consider- 
able pain or ache in the feet and legs 
and their feet tire when they have 
to stand much. 


The shoes should be built up near- 


ly one-fourth inch along the inner 
edge of heel and sole. Or insoles 
thicker along the inner edge may be 
worn inside the shoes.

Answer—One to three grains of 


quinine two or three times a day 
would be harmless for most persons 
(except certain individuals with an 
idiosyncrasy), but be sure it is only 
quinine, not some concoction of 
acetanilide with a trick name in 
which quinine is mentioned.

In February, 1888, Stanley and crossed a sandy stretch of desert, 


his men reached a point almost at going in a westerly direction and 
the exact center of Africa. They spending many days on the jour- 
camped near the Ituri river, a few ney. 
miles north of the equator. 
"At last we came to a plain where 


many trees were growing. Going 
near the trees we found there was 
fruit on them, and began to gather 
it. While we were taking down the 
fruit, a number of dwarfs came 
upon us. and seized us. They took 
us to their village, where all the 
men were dwarfs. A great river; 
containing crocodiles, flowed past 
the town. At last the dwarfs let us 
go, and we returned safely to our 
country." 


Not many persons in Europe be- 


lieved that Africa really contained 
pygmies until 
explorers reached 


the heart of Africa in the nine- 
teenth century. On a later date, 
Stanley's men captured more of the 
dwarfs, four women and a boy. 


"One of them." wrote Stanley 


"had small, cunning, monkey eyes, 
closely and deeply set. The others 
had large round eyes, broad fore- 
heads, round faces, small hands and 
feet." 


Twenty of the dwarfs had been 


seen stealing plantains which be- 
longed to the natives of Indepu- 
ya. Plantains are very much like 
bananas, though not so sweet, and 
make an important part of the food 
supply in central Africa. It is a 
common thing for pygmies to take 
fruit which is being cared for by 
the 
large-sized African 
natives.

of the earth." Charles 
H. Vcltc, 


Neenah attorney, declared during z 
talk before members of the Nec- 
nah Lions club at the Valley Inn 
this noon. 


"If all the criminals could be 


caught and convicted we would 
need 15 times the capacity of our 
state and federal prisons. The cost 
of crime is passed along to the tax- 
payer, purchaser and consumer at 
the rate of .$115 a year for every 
man, woman and child in the na- 
tion." Mr. Velte said. 


Present day crime is the fruitage 


of unrestrained and misdirected 
democracy, of extreme individual- 
ism gone on a riot, he continued. 
We have sought and attained our 
freedom in every direction and the 
criminal likewise seeks his person- 
al freedom from the restraints of 
organized society. He is the pro- 
duct of the age in which we live. 


Attitude of People 


"The real underlying cause of 


our terrible crime situation is the 
attitude of__the people themselves. 
The great difficulty in combating 
crime is due to the apathetic at- 
titude of the people toward strict 
enforcement of the law and their 
unwillingness to respect and obey 
the law of the land and train chil- 
dren to obedience and respect for 
lawful constituted authority," the 
speaker said. 


"Two and one-half years ago an 


unarmed Enblish bobby was shot 
by a man under arrest. All of Eng- 
land was aroused by that dastardly 
act and forty million Englishmen' 
joined in an enormous man hunt. 
There was no way of escaping the 
wrath of the English people and the 
criminal committed suicide. 


Applaud DUIIng*r 


"At about the same time. John 


Dillinger, public enemy No. 1. was 
at large. When the picture of this 
man killer and -bank robber was 
thrown upon the screen in Wash- 
ington, D. C., the audience broke 
out in applause. That attitude must 
change before we can hope to solve 
the crime problem. The great mass 
of the people must adopt a different 
standard of behavior and conduct," 
Mr. Velte declared. 


"A new day will dawn and crime 


will be efficiently curbed when the 
great mass of the people cooperate 
with those who are now blazing the 
trail to a solution and turn from the 
vicious ideal of extreme liberty to 
the ideal of the greatest good for 
all: and this will come about when 
the great majority of us will stand 
squarely back of the strict enforce-

Total 
cash receipts from farm products 
in this area in that time this year 
is reported at S372.374.000, compar- 
ed with $315.411,000 in the same pe- 
riod last year. 


Total cash income from market- 


ings for the first quarter of this 
year -was $1,739,000,000 or 16 per 
cent more than for the first three 
months in 1936 for the country as 
a whole. An additional 5207,000.- 
000 in government payments was 
received by farmers this year, com- 
pared with $16,000,000 paid them in 
the first quarter last year.
